District  Council . 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1949. 

The  report  follows  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years. 
There  has  been  a small  increase  in  the  population  and  a sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses. 

The  Rateable  Value  has  also  increased,  although  the  pro- 
duct of  a Penny  Rate  is  rather  less  than  last  year,  but  this  is 
due  to  the  de-rating  of  certain  industrial  properties. 

The  Death  Rate  for  this  year  has  been  amended,  as  in  pre- 
war years,  by  the  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General,  so 
that  it  may  be  comparable  with  that  for  the  country  as  a whole 
(that  is,  as  though  the  ages  and  sexes  of  the  population  of  the 
District  were  in  the  same  proportion  as  those  for  the  whole 
country).  The  Birth  Rate  has  not  been  so  altered,  and  the 
number  of  births  is  slightly  less  than  last  year,  while  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  one  of  the  lowest  on  record  for  this  District. 


There  has  been  a continued  freedom  from  epidemics,  and 
no  deaths  have  occurred  from  the  ordinary  infectious  diseases. 

The  old  problems  of  housing  and  sewerage  are  still  with  us, 
although  making  slow  progress. 

The  volume  of  work  is  increasing,  and  I am  extremely  grate- 
ful to  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  staff,  for  their  con- 
tinued co-operation  and  assistance.

Emergency  Laboratory  Service. — This  is  made  use  of  principally 
for  special  investigations,  particularly  institutional  outbreaks.  Most 
of  the  examinations  during  1949  were  in  relation  to  Hydon  Heatli 
Camp,  where  medical  examination,  and  swabbing,  if  necessary,  is 
carried  out  on  all  new  intakes. 

The  Laboratory  services  were  made  use  of,  in  all,  12  times  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Milk  Analysis. — 304  samples  of  milk  were  examined  during  the 
year  by  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Royal  Surrey  County 
Hospital.  A summary  of  the  results  is  given  on  page  30. 

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  66, 
Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W.l,  undertake  the  examination  (both 
chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water.  The  number 
examined  during  1949  was  85.

District  Nurses. — District  Nurses  are  available  in  every  parish. 
This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Nursing  Association. 


Health  Visitors. — There  are  6 County  Health  Visitors  in  the 
District  who  visit  homes  under  the  School  Medical  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services.  Their  areas  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Churt,  Thursley,  (b)  Dockenfield,  Frensham,  Tilford,  (c) 
Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Hambledon,  Hascombe,  Milford, 
Witley,  (d)  Alfold,  Blackheatli,  Cranleigh,  Ellen’s  Green,  Ewhurst, 
Grafham,  Shamley  Green,  (e)  Bramley,  Wonersh,  (f)  Busbridge, 
Hydestile,  Peperharow,  Hurtmore. 

Home  Nursing  and  Home  Help  Service. — Difficulties  in  operating 
this  scheme  are  especially  great  in  rural  areas,  mainly  owing  to 
travelling.  Cases  of  infectious  disease,  including  tuberculosis,  pre- 
sent special  difficulties,  but  could  be  in  most  cases  overcome  by  care- 
ful and  special  selection  of  Home  Helps  and  instruction  in  the  avoid- 
ance of  infection.  The  need  in  this  type  of  case  is  often  specially 
urgent  and  acute.  Home  Helps  could  also  be  used  much  more  fre- 
quently, if  they  were  available,  for  the  aged  and  infirm.  Help  has 
been  given  in  many  cases  in  this  District,  and  has  been  most  valuable 
and  greatly  appreciated.  There  is,  however,  great  scope  for  exten- 
sion of  this  scheme. 
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TILLINGBOLRNE  VALLEY  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY 

SERVICE. 

This  voluntary  service  has  continued,  and  does  most  valuable 
work  throughout  the  parishes  of  Bramley,  Wonersh,  Blackheath  and 
Shaml-ey  Green.  It  works  in  close  co-operation  with  the  general 
practitioners  and  with  the  hospitals,  advice  as  to  treatment  being 
given,  where  necessary,  by  the  hospital  consultants. 

More  than  2,000  treatments  have  been  given  during  the  year, 
and  the  mileage  covered  has  been  more  than  7,000  miles.  One  could 
wish  that  the  service  might  be  extended  to  cover  other  areas.

MORTUARIES.

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  local 
authority  is  responsible  for  securing  the  burial  or  cremation  of  the 
body  of  any  person  who  has  died,  or  has  been  found  dead,  in  their 
area,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are  made  by  any  other  person. 
During  1949,  4 cases  were  so  dealt  with  in  this  District. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  use  the  powers  under  this  Section, 
but  by  approaching  the  County  Welfare  Officer,  it  was  possible  to 
persuade  one  person  to  go  into  an  institution. 

A close  watch  is  now  kept  on  old  people  coming  to  our  notice. 
Many  are  quite  incapable  of  looking  after  themselves  properly,  and 
they  often  live  in  isolated  places  where  outside  help  is  difficult  to 
arrange.  Frequently,  too,  they  are  not  am-enable  to  help. 

The  Public  Health  Department  Visiting  Nurse  visits  all  cases 
brought  to  our  notice,  and  in  most  of  them  pays  periodical  visits 
subsequently.  Some  are  referred  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 

Many  voluntary  and  official  bodies  look  after  the  welfare  of  the 
aged.  There  is  great  need  of  some  central  co-ordination  of  these 
various  bodies,  in  order  to  prevent  overlapping  and  by  pooling  in- 
formation to  ensure  that  no  old  people  are  neglected. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  drought  made  itself  felt,  particularly  in  May  and  June,  and 
many  wells  became  either  actually  dry  or  very  low  and  unsatisfac- 
tory. Certain  of  the  public  supplies  experienced  difficulties.  These 
difficulties  could  be  overcome,  but  in  view  of  the  joint  scheme  involv- 
ing Guildford  and  Godaiming  supplies,  the  Hurtwood  Supply  and 
the  Cranleigh  and  Chiddingfold  Water  Co.,  the  companies  could  not 
be  expected  to  undertake  heavy  capital  expenditure. 

Consumption  of  water  continues  to  increase,  and  is  likely  to  do 
so  for  years  to  come.  From  some  figures  which  we  have  for  certain 
areas,  consumption  of  water  in  1934  was  about  20  gallons  per  head 
per  day,  and  in  1949  it  had  risen  to  about  35  gallons.  As  a 
bigger  proportion  of  houses  becomes  equipped  with  main  drainage, 
the  consumption  must  increase. 

The  following  extensions,  already  agreed  by  the  Council,  are 
still  waiting  to  be  carried  out :

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  satisfactorily.  It 
is,  as  is  well-known,  a most  difficult  service  to  operate ; the  demands 
continually  increase,  and  it  becomes  apparent  that  as  main  drainage 
is  extended,  the  overall  demands  for  cesspool  emptying  do  not  de- 
crease as  might  be  expected. 

Cranleigh  Disposal  Works. — These  works  have  been  well  main- 
tained, and  the  effluent  is  satisfactory.  There  is  occasional  difficulty 
with  flooding  of  the  low-lying  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  humus 
tanks. 

The  various  small  works  throughout  the  District  have  been  well 
looked  after,  and  despite  minor  difficulties  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Milford  and  Witley  Sewerage  Scheme. — The  scheme  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  laying  of  main  sewers  in  the  Milford  and  Witley  areas 
will  be  commenced  early  in  1950.  The  first  section  to  be  constructed 
will  be  in  Rok-e  Lane,  Witley,  to  enable  houses  on  the  Council’s  Estate 
at  Sunny  Down  and  temporary  bungalows  at  Sunny  Corner  to  be 
connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

Fifty  laterals  have  been  constructed  up  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  35  properties  have  their  drainage  connected  to  the  public  sewer. 

Further  extension  is  delayed  pending  the  improvements  to  the 
Godaiming  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  as  they  are  not  at  present  able 
to  take  the  full  additional  load. 

Hindhead-Tilford-Elstead  Scheme.  — A Public  Inquiry  was  held 
in  November,  1949,  and  despite  some  local  opposition  to  the  site  of 
the  proposed  disposal  works,  it  is  hoped  that  consent  will  be  given, 
and  that  work  may  be  started  shortly. 

The  need  is  rendered  more  urgent  by  the  commencement  of 
building  of  the  Tilford  Secondary  School.  Emergency  drainage 
arrangements  are  being  installed  by  the  County  Council  after  agree- 
ment with  the  District  Council,  but  such  arrangements  can  be  satis- 
factory only  as  a temporary  measure. 

Evvhurst. — About  25  per  cent,  of  the  sewers  have  been  con- 
structed to  date,  and  progress  by  the  contractors  is  fair.  Work  on 
the  construction  of  the  three  new  Pumping  Stations  and  rising  main 
will  be  put  in  hand  during  1950. 

Frensham. — All  sewers  for  this  scheme  have  been  laid  and  con- 
structional work  to  the  Outfall  Works  completed.  The  works  will  he 
finally  completed  and  brought  into  use  as  soon  as  delivery  of  various 
cast-iron  specials  come  to  hand.  These  are  expected  in  February. 
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Chiddingfold.  — All  sewers  have  been  laid,  with  the  exception  of 
a section  along  the  Dunsfold  Road.  The  Ejector  Stations  have  been 
erected,  but  delivery  of  pumping  units  is  still  awaited. 

The  Disposal  Works  have  been  completed. 

It  appears  there  is  likely  to  he  some  delay  before  the  necessary 
pumping  plant  for  the  Ejectors  is  available,  and  it  may  he  May  or 
June  before  the  Works  can  be  brought  into  use. 

Tenders  will  shortly  be  sought  for  the  construction  of  sewer 
laterals  which  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  contractor,  and  a 
meeting  will  he  held  at  Chiddingfold  to  explain  to  property  owners 
the  arrangement  for  connecting  properties  to  the  sewers. 


MOVABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  GROUNDS. 

Applications  for  licences  for  caravans  continue  to  increase. 
More  and  more  people  are  finding  van-dwelling  is  the  only  solution, 
however  unsatisfactory  it  may  he,  to  their  housing  need. 

The  only  control  which  the  District  Council  exercises  is  in  con- 
nection with  water  supply  and  sanitation.  Fuller  control  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Committee. 

This  problem  of  van-dwellers  will  continue  to  increase,  and  will 
become  more  serious  and  more  difficult  of  control  as  the  years  go  by. 
Many  people  will  use  their  caravans  as  permanent  homes,  either  be- 
cause it  is  a cheap  method  of  living,  or  because  they  are  unable  to 
rise  above  such  a level  of  existence.  As  time  goes  by,  the  caravans 
will  become  more  dilapidated,  whilst  the  number  of  children  reared 
under  these  conditions  will  increase,  leading  to  perpetuation  and 
aggravation  of  the  difficulties. 

It  becomes  ever  more  apparent  that  the  only  satisfactory  mea- 
sure will  be  the  establishment  of  controlled  camping  grounds  for  the 
type  of  caravan  used  in  lieu  of  housing.  Such  camping  grounds  can 
be  provided  with  reasonable  services,  including  sanitation  and  ablu- 
tions. Such  camping  sites,  managed  either  by  private  individuals  or 
by  the  Council,  -would  be  preferable  to  the  scattering  of  caravans 
indiscriminately  over  the  countryside,  often  in  unsatisfactory  loca- 
tions. These  established  camping  grounds  would  not  be  likely  to 
affect  the  gipsy  type  of  van-dweller,  who  have  never  known  a house, 
and  who  are  jealous  of  their  independence  and  nomadic  existence. 
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MOSQUITOES. 


Mosquitoes  have  been  a serious  nuisance  in  the  Bramley  area. 
There  is  a good  deal  of  marshy  land  around,  forming  suitable  breed- 
ing grounds.  A large  swamp  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District  was 
drained  satisfactorily,  and  some  improvements  effected  in  the  adja- 
cent part. 

A large  area  of  the  Godaiming  Sewage  Works  is  looked  upon  as 
a probable  breeding  ground,  since  there  is  generally  a considerable 
extent  of  standing  water  or  diluted  sewage  matter,  and  it  is  obvious 
that  mosquitoes  of  the  type  causing  the  complaints  do  breed  there.

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HOUSING 


Progress  continues  slowly,  the  number  of  houses  built  by  the 
Council  during  the  last  four  years  being  as  follows : — 

1946 —  Permanent  4,  Temporary  20. 

1947 —  Permanent  90,  Temporary  30. 

1948—  <100. 

1949— 148. 

The  requisitioning  of  houses  lias,  of  course,  slowed  down  almost 
to  a standstill.  The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  on  the 
list  at  31st  December  was  1,037,  compared  with  1,300  at  the  end  of 
1948.  The  number  of  distressing  cases  does  net  appear  to  lessen. 

Many  of  the  older  houses  continue  to  deteriorate — a matter  to 
which  I have  referred  in  previous  reports.  It  cannot  be  many  years 
before  appreciable  numbers  of  Grade  V houses  have  passed  redemp- 
tion, and  will  cease  to  be  occupied,  thereby  severely  aggravating  the 
housing  problem.  It  will  be  remembered  that  there  are  397  houses 
in  Category  V according  to  the  Rural  Housing  Survey.  No  doubt 
many  of  these  can  be  reconditioned  or  rebuilt,  but  so  long  as  they 
remain  occupied — as  is  inevitable  under  present  circumstances — it  is 
impossible  to  undertake  work  of  such  nature. 

Since  1947  some  of  the  houses  have  become  vacant  as  a result  of 
Estate  Sales  or  re-housing  of  tenants  by  the  District  Council,  and 
during  the  past  two  years  three  houses  have  been  closed,  two  re- 
quisitioned by  the  District  Council  to  provide  temporary  accommoda- 
tion— and  temporary  repairs  effected — and  twenty-six  reconditioned 
and  rendered  in  all  respects  fit  for  habitation.  In  some  cases  this 
has  been  effected  by  adapting  two  cottages  for  use  as  one  dwelling 
house. 

The  reconditioning  works  approved  include  in  all  cases  provi- 
sion of  water  closet,  bath  and  hot  water  supply.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Full  details  of  milk  supplies  in  the  area,  with  particulars  of 
samples  taken  during  the  year,  are  given  in  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (see  page  49)  and  in  the  appended  table. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained. 

The  control  of  milk  production  was  taken  over  by  the  County 
Council  Milk  Officers  on  1st  October,  1949.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
no  longer  visit  farms  for  supervision,  and  have  therefore  lost  much 
of  their  personal  contact  with  farmers.  Milk  samples  are  taken 
regularly  during  the  course  of  delivery  to  the  consumers.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  milk  supplied  to  school-children,  alTsuch  supplies 
being  sampled  at  least  monthly.  The  number  of  samples  taken  may 
therefore  increase  substantially. 

Copies  of  reports  of  veterinary  examinations  of  herds  where 
unhealthy  cows  are  discovered  are  now  received  through  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  and  are  most  useful. 

FOOD  UNFIT  FOR  HUMAN  CONSUMPTION. 

Details  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  consumption  or  sent  into 
the  District  for  animal  feeding  only  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

WEIL  S DISEASE. 


One  case  of  Weil’s  Disease  was  notified  in  January.  There  is 
no  record  of  such  an  occurrence  in  the  District  previously,  so  far  as 
I can  ascertain.  The  disease  was  exceedingly  rapid,  death  occurring 
within  three  days.  There  was  possibly  an  association  with  a dog- 
bite.  Special  enquiry  was  made  regarding  the  prevalence  of  rats  in 
the  village,  and  the  County  Pests  Officer  undertook  a special  cam- 
paign against  them,  with  considerable  success. 
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MEASLES. 

.There  was  a minor  epidemic,  mainly  in  February  and  March. 
It  was  not  of  a serious  nature,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

SONNE  DYSENTERY. 

It  seems  strange  that  no  erases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified, 
although  in  previous  years  there  were  the  following  notifications.

ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Eleven  cases  were  notified,  from  the  following  parishes : Cran- 
leigh,  1 ; Elstead,  3 ; Ewhurst,  2 ; Hascombe,  1 ; Witley,  1 ; Wonersh,  3. 

The  number  of  cases  is  more  than  the  average  for  many  y-ears, 
excluding  the  epidemic  of  1947.  The  cases  became  very  severe  as 
the  season  advanced,  continuing  even  into  October  and  November. 
The  late  cases  were  exceedingly  rapid,  with  severe  paralysis  and 
affection,  in  several  cases,  of  the  breathing.  In  most  cases  recovery 
was  reasonably  good. 

Five  of  the  cases  were  in  children  under  5 years  of  age,  three 
from  14  to  16,  and  the  others  in  adults,  aged  24,  34  and  48  respec- 
tively. 

SMALLPOX. 

From  time  to  time  a number  of  contacts  of  cases  of  smallpox 
come  into  the  district.  As  an  example,  we  had  a good  many  con- 
tacts connected  with  the  “ Mooltan  ” outbreak,  but  fortunately  no 
cases  of  smallpox  developed.  This  outbreak,  it  will  be  remembered, 
was  spread  by  a case  of  smallpox  on  board  the  s.s.  “ Mooltan  ” when 
she  arrived  in  this  country  in  April.  It  led  to  the  opening  of  the 
Clandon  Smallpox  Hospital,  to  which  13  cases  and  four  suspected 
cases  were  admitted.  There  were  six  deaths,  four  of  them  being 
unvaccinated  people. 

VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  being  no  longer  compulsory  since  the  introduction  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  there  is  a danger  of  the  public 
developing  a sense  of  false  security.  Recent  events  have  shaken  this 
belief.  Only  if  a high  percentage  of  the  population  are  vaccinated 
can  the  disease  be  controlled,  as  the  danger  is  ever  present  due  to 
rapid  transport  facilities.  It  is  estimated  that  only  32  per  cent,  of 
the  children  in  this  District  are  vaccinated. 
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We  now  send  to  parents  an  explanatory  leaflet,  and  offer  vac- 
cination against  smallpox  equally  with  immunisation  against  diph- 
theria when  the  child  is  six  months  old.

DIPHTHERIA. 

During  the  year  1949  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  the 
Hambledon  Rural  District. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the  maintained  schools 
is  very  satisfactory.  This  figure  tends  to  fall  slightly  short  of  100 
per  cent,  for  two  reasons:  (1)  A child  is  not  counted  as  immunised 
until  he  has  received  his  second  injection;  and  (2)  although  consent 
is  given  for  immunisation,  the  child  may  be  absent  from  school 
through  illness  on  the  day  the  school  is  visited. 

HOME  VISITING  OF  PRE-SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  number  of  children  who  are  immunised  against  diphtheria 
in  their  own  homes  by  appointment  continues  to  increase.  This  ser- 
vice is  very  popular,  and  was  started  to  meet  the  needs  of  parents 
who,  for  various  domestic  reasons,  are  unable  to  visit  their  private 
doctors  or  the  Welfare  Centre.  The  number  of  requests  for  this  ser- 
vice reveals  a surprisingly  large  section  of  the  community  for  whom 
no  provision  had  previously  been  made,  and  these  children  would 
otherwise  not  receive  treatment.  The  number  of  children  treated 
under  this  scheme  during  1949  was  as  follows: — 

First  injections,  64.  Second  injections,  68. 
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Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  performed  at  the  same  time  as 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  if  this  is  required. 

Schick-testing  in  Schools. — In  order  to  get  a clear  conception 
of  the  state  of  immunity  prevailing  against  diphtheria  amongst  school 
children  in  the  district,  and  to  test  the  efficacy  of  treatment  already 
given,  it  was  decided  to  launch  a Schick-testing  campaign.  This 
proved  a rather  arduous  and  time-consuming  task,  being  spread  over 
the  whole  year,  but  the  results  obtained  were  very  gratifying. 

Children  selected  for  Scliick-testing  included  those  who  had  re- 
ceived primary  immunisation  but  were  not  due  to  receive  a reinforc- 
ing dose.  The  time  interval  since  immunisation  was  performed  there- 
fore varied  from  one  to  five  years,  and  the  testing  was  made  to  coin- 
cide as  far  as  possible  with  the  routine  immunisation  visits  to  schools.

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  VISITING  NURSE. 


The  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  continues  arduous,  and  is  an  in- 
dispensable part  of  the  health  services  in  the  District. 

Her  visits  are  summarised  below,  but  in  addition  she  plays  a 
most  valuable  part  in  general  health  -education  and  instruction  in 
hygiene.  She  also  visits  regularly  old  people  who  might  otherwise  be 
neglected.  She  assists  with  the  immunisation  in  schools,  and  under- 
takes most  of  the  visits  to  infectious  cases  formerly  done  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors.

These  figures  include  83  on  the  staffs  of  the  two  large  sanatoria 
in  the  District,  17  of  them  notified  whilst  working  in  the  sanatoria. 
All  of  these  cases  are  pulmonary. 

The  graph  on  page  46  is  designed  to  show  the  annual  notifica- 
tions and  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  as  well  as  the  steady  increase  in 
the  number  on  the  register. 

Glandular  Tuberculosis  Cases  in  Bramley. — Two  cases  of  tuber- 
cular adenitis  occurred  in  the  Bramley  area  early  in  the  year,  fol- 
lowing closely  upon  two  cases  notified  in  December  of  1948. 

Since  this  disease  is  usually  milk-borne,  a special  investigation 
was  made  of  all  milk  supplies  distributed  in  the  area.  There  was 
no  evidence  of  any  infection  of  the  milk,  but  the  matter  is  being  kept 
under  observation. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  held  three  meetings  during  the  year.  Thirty-one 
cases  were  considered,  and  were  given  assistance  in  the  following

The  provision  of  milk  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council 
Almoners.  In  special  cases  the  Care  Committee  is  consulted,  and 
they  may  recommend  a free  supply  of  milk  although  the  patient’s 
income  may  be  outside  the  normal  range  for  free  milk. 

A child’s  cot  was  given  to  the  Committee,  and  was  sent  to  the 
central  store  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Surrey  Tuberculosis  Care 
Committees.

The  Public  Health  Department  Visiting  Nurse  made  54  visits  to 
tuberculous  cases  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  car- 
ried out  by  the  District  Council  in  all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  now  carried  out  fortnightly  in 
all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Six  3-ton  Dennis  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this  work. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority’s  tips 
at  Cranleigh  and  Witley.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  trailers 
attached  to  the  refuse  lorries,  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the 
depots. 

Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

The  Council  undertake  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  in  Alfold, 
Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Hascomb-e,  Witley,  and  non-sewered 
parts  of  Bramley.  This  work  is  done  by  cesspool  emptiers  fitted 
with  night  soil  equipment. 
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Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  free  of  charge,  if  required, 
once  in  every  quarter.  Seven  Dennis  (800  gallon)  emptiers  are  used 
for  this  work.  The  sewage  removed  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
sludge  beds  on  the  sewage  farms  and  on  arable  land  by  arrange- 
ment with  farmers.
